bacteria or one of the same 
viruses that cause colds, sore 
throats or measles. Most often 
your child will get pinkeye at 
the same time as a cold, says

Reduce the risk of pinkeye. 
The gérms that cause pinkeye 
are easily spread among’ other 
members of a household. 
Towels, sheets, pillowcases and 
washcloths used by the infect- 
ed child should be laundered 
immediately in hot water. 
After you have dropped the 
items in the washer, wash your 
hands thoroughly so you won't 
get infected. 

Out with the contacts. 
Children who wear contact 
lenses should remove thèm at 
the first sign of pifikeye. They 
should wear theiriglasses until 
the condition clears up. The 
combination of pinkeye and 
contacts causes a serious 
cornea infection. 

Although it's a good idea.to 
discuss any case of pinkeye 
with your doctor, there are a 
few instances when consulting 
a doctor is a must. Consult 
your pediatrician for any sign 
of pinkeye in an infant, exces- 
sive pain or blurred vision, 
which could be caused. by a 
scratched cornea or an inflam- 
mation of the iris, which would 
need different treatment. 
Bacteria-caused pinkeye that 
still produces pus after 48 
hours on medication and virus- 
caused pihkeye that hasn't 
cleared up after seven days is 
also indication to consult your 
doctor.

Could it be.. Sciatica?

Low back pain sends more 
people to doctors' offices than 
any other ailment. One kind of 
back disorder that may strike, 
especially in middle age, is sci- 
atica, so-called because it 
involves the sciatic nerve. It is 
actually a group of nerves (the 
body's longest) bound in one 
nerve sheath, which runs from 
the lower back through the 
buttock and thigh to the knee 
where it branches on down to 
the foot; 

The end of the spinal cord, 
called the cauda equina, 
branches into nerve roots along 
the lower backbone. Four of 
these roots thread through the 
pelvis and merge to form the 
sgiatic Fuer ihgteertend 
down,gach leg., asisas 

Thüs; besidés pain déep in 
the buttock, an irritated sciatic 
nerve may also produce pain in 
the thigh that may radiate all 
the way down to the feet. 
Weakness and numbness in 
the legs are other common 
symptoms. 

Though sciatica often affects 
people in their fifties, it's not 
age that.causes it, but more 
likely a complex of other fac- 
tors: work that requires repeti- 
tive lifting or constant expo- 
sure to mechanical vibrations 
(for example, long hours 
behind the wheel of a truck or 
car). Severe low back pain also 
shows a high correlation with 
job dissatisfaction and depres- 
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sion. Depression, due to chemi- 
cal changes, tends to decrease 
normal amounts of the brain's 
natural pain inhibitors. This 
means whatever pain you have 
feels much worse. Studies have

shown that cigarette smoking 
can be a risk factor as well. 
Howeyer, you, can-haye priat- 
ica without any’ of these risk 
factors. You may be a healthy, 
happy person who doesn't 
smoke or lift heavy objects and 
yet, for no apparent reason, 
suffers a sudden attack when 
you bend or turn slightly. 
Though poor posture and 
inactivity are not known to

cause sciatica, strong abdomi- 
nal and back muscles, which 
can be developed through exer- 
cise, can keep your back 
healthy. A regular exercise 
routine might be particularly 
important if your job puts you 
at risk for back pain. Giving up 
smoking (yes, I know you hear 
this all the time) will do your 
back good and cohtribute to 
your overall health. 

What, you may ask, specifi- 
cally irritates the sciatic 
nerve? Some experts blame 
slipped or herniated discs. 
Discs are fibrous padding 
between the vertebrae; when a 
disc "slips" or herniates, it 
bulges and can press in the sci- 
atic nerve root. Other re- 
searchers blame the piriformis, 
(the, 
muscle that allows you to lift 
your leg sideways). If 
imflamed by inury or overexer- 
tion, the piriformis muscle can 
press against the sciatic nerve. 
In fact, in about %10 of the 
population the sciatic nerve

is key in preventing severe injuries

University of Florida 
researchers studying football 
injuries at more than a dozen 
high schools have a message 
for coaches who want to keep 
pľayers in the game: Hit the 
weight room. 

MaryBeth Horodyski, an 
assistant professor with UF's 
department of exercise-and 
sports sciences, said a three- 
year study of athlete injuries 
shows that players who follow 
a controlled strength-training 
program reduce. their chances 
of suffering from severe 
injuries. 

Seventy-eight percent of 


severe injuries to the upper. 
body struck non-lifting ath* 


letes, or those students who 
were not in a controlled 
weight-lifting program, 
Horodyski said. And non-lift- 
ing athletes accounted for 64 
percent of those with severe 
injuries to the lower body. 

"These are very significant 
numbers,” said: Horodyski, 
director of athletic training 
education at UF. “The bottom 
line is, those kids who did 
strength training typically did 
not have as severe injuries. 
They more often had mild or 
moderate injuries." 

Certified athletic trainers 
from UF are assigned to 13 
high schools in north Central 
Florida along with physicians 
‘from Shands Hospital at UF. 
The study’s date incluties 887 
injuries to-football players ver 
the three-year span, allowing 
scientists: to look at strength.

said.“Dust mites in the air, 


cause allergic reactions in an 
estimated 15 to 20 percent«of 
{ithe population, and have'been 
linked to the development of 
childhood asthma. The drop- 
pings of dust mites live in bed- 
ding and carpeting, but they 
also circulate in the air," said 
Professor Goswami. 
“Inhaled mold spores are also 
responsible for many allergy 
symptoms and aggravate asth- 
ma. Mold seeds are microscopic 
and need to be 100 percent 
destróyed. Otherwise they lie 
dormant and grow’ back. 


Because mold spores also cir: 
culate in the air, cleaning an 
environmental surface is not 
an efficient way of eliminating 
molds. This system eliminates 
molds altogether." 

Profesggr Goswami said the 

s Fis been tested suc- 
fully in' medical research 
settings where the-air in labo- 
ratories must be microbe-free. 

"We'vé tested the photocat- 
alytic air cleaning system on a 
variety of indoor air problems, 
including toxic bacteria, such 
as those found to cause Legion- 
naire's disease," said Professor 
Goswami. "Surgical suites and 


hospital nurseries are just two 
obvious places for this system. 
Sick building syndrome will be 
a thing of the past, where this 
system is used. The photocat- 
alytic system can quickly kill 
off 100 percent of bacteria in 
indoor air.” 

The technology is being read- 
ied for the market by Uni 
sal Air Technology at the Sid 
Martin Phótotechnology Devel- 
opment Institute, a biotechni- 
cal business incubator of the 
University of Florida. The 
home uni Professor Goswa- 
mi said, maj cost as little as 
$500.

Despite allegations to the contrary, there has 


, been no determination by the Water Manage- 


ment District ar any other agency of what will 
be required to. meet the final phosphorus crite- 
ria following the ongoing research and estab- 
lishment of the final standard. One study is 
"underway and others are to begin sóon. The 
study of chemical treatment with filtration - 
adding alum to the stormwater water, letting it 
react with:the phosphorus and then collecting 
thé resulting sludge - is beginning to produce 
some early indications of the problems involved. 
The costs associated with chemical treatment 
on this scale are staggering. The costs of the 
chemicals alone for such treatment could be as 


much as $15 million a year and disposing of the .. 


sludge byproduct would be a continuing 
expense. Recent results indicate that while 
chemical treatment may be able to reduce phos- 
phorus levels to 10 ppb; it is unable to sustain 
these low levels consistently over à long period 
and treating to a level below 10 ppb would not 
be practical. 

We are four and a half.years away from com- 
pleting the research that will determine 
whether a Phase 2 program is needed and what 
it may entail. Despite this, the pressures to 
jump-start Phase 2 activities persist. One idea 
that.has been linked to this desire to start 
Phase II now concerns land owned by the St. 
Joe Paper Company. The Talisman Sugar Com- 
pany, owns roughly 52,000 acres of farmland 


concentrated mostly in the southern section of 


the EAA. 

The South Florida Water Management Dis- 
trict and the Department of Interior actively 
pursued negotiations with St. Joe to purchase 
Talisman on the basis that 1) it might be need- 
ed for Phase II, and 2) it only made sense to 
take more farm land out of production to fur- 
ther reduce phosphorus. 

Given the funding constraints that already 
hamper the restoration program, the effort to 


negotiations have cooled considerably, the 
Department of Interior is still trying to find a 
way to close a government purchase of this 
land. These activities beg the question of 
whether we should be’spending public dollars 
for a presumed program that remains an 
ühknown. Most would say that government 
should spend its resdurces on current obliga- 
tions rather than buying land that will only 
guarantee that the restoration will have even 
more unfunded components in the future. The 
federal government alone will have to provide 
an additional $600 million above current spend- 
ing levels over the next decade to finish the 
restor@tion projects it has already designed and 
approved for south Florida. This will not be 
easy in an era of balanced budgets and shrink 
ing discretionary funds from Washington. 
There is a larger issue that we must face 
down the road...and that is how much can we 
afford to spend on Phase 2 and what benefits 


can we expect from the expenditure. For * 


instance, a very likely scenario could have the 
STAs and BMPs able to achieve consistent 
phosphorus reductions to 25 ppb (by compari- 
son, over the last threé years, EAA runoff aver- 
aged 104 ppb and rainfall in south Florid& con- 
tains 25 to 30 parts per billion). If this is the 
case, and if a standard is set at 10 ppb, then 
there will need to be a very serious-policy 
debate over how much we can afford to pay to 
get to those last 15 parts per billion! Such a 
debate must take into account that 1) financial 
resources - whether public or private - are limit- 


“ed; and 2) the restoration demands of the Ever- 


glades - the need to eradigfte exotic plants and 
restore flows - may be a better overall invest- 
ment for the natural system than the expense 
associated with the difference between water 
that contains 25 parts per billion versus water. 
that contains 10 parts pér billion.

“Teach your children well” 
before they go to college

Sending a child off to SES 
can bring a flood of doubt. Is my 
child really prepared? Have I 
done everything I can? Will he or 
«he adjust? 

Though it cán be a turbulent 
time, there are guidelines you 
can follow to help your child 
adjust to college life, says 
Radford University psychology 
professor Jeffrey Chase. 

He suggests: 

*If the school offers a fresh- 
wman orientation class, encourage 
our child to enroll. “When I 
taught freshmen orientation, I 


was struck by how lonely some < 


students are, at first,” says 

Chase, “but people in freshman 

orientation found friends more 

easily and weren't isolated. It 

«was easy for them to bond and 
- find commonality." 


*Encóurage your child to: 


«come involved in extracutricu- 
xar activities-like clubs, church 
activities and athletics. “Studies 
show that students who become 
involved in school are more like- 
ly to adjust well,” he says. 
*If you went to. college, share 
about your own experiences,

«o that»they'll know from first-

*Reinforce the basics of stress 
management, including tried- 
and-true strategies like getting 
plenty of sleep, exercise, good 
nutrition and relaxation. 

*To improve grades, students 
can try the following strategies, 
says Chase:.sit in the front of the 
class; ask questions; take the 
book to class and follow along; 
study with someone who did bet- 
ter than you; review old exams;

With i increasing ' diversi- 
ty on college campuses, it's no 
longer the norm that people 
come from similar backgrounds 
and beliefs. Skill in understand- ` 
ing and getting along with others 
is not only important at college, 
but increasingly a requirement 
for employment. Why not prac- * 
tice now?” ‘ 

Learning to handle the respan- 
sibility that comes with freedom 
is really something that happens - 
gradually, says Chase. “You can't 
send them offto college and 
expéct them to choose rightly if 
you h&ven't been instructing 
them all along," he says.
